I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  ray  16th  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Colne  Valley  Urban  District  and 
the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  during  1963. 

The  Report,  which  is  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Minister  of  Health,  is  the  26th  in  the  series  since  the 
formation  of  the  enlarged  Urban  District  in  1938. 

Your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  again  been  responsible  for  the  conpilation  of  the  Sections  of  the 
Report  dealing  with  the  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Area,  Housing  and  the  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

These  Sections  form  his  Annual  Report  for  the  year. 

The  population  of  the  district  at  raid  1963  was,  according  to  the  Registrar  General  21,210,  that  is  40  less 
than  at  the  same  time  in  the  previous  year. 

The  live  births  attributed  to  the  district  amounted  to  356,  which  is  31  more  than  in  the  previous  year,  giving 
an  Adjusted  Birth  Rate  if  18.79  per  thousand  population,  as  compared  with  18.2  for  England  and  Wales.

The  deaths  of  residents  of  the  district  numbered  266  or  34  less  than  in  1962,  giving  an  Adjusted  Death  Rate 
•f  13.88,  as  compared  with  one  of  12.2  for  England  and  Hales. 

Particulars  of  the  Health  Services  provided  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  and  Education 
Autturity  are  given  in  the  report  if  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

1 am  again  indebted  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  to  all  the  members  of  the  Counci  I for  your  continued  interest  in 
the  work  of  the  Department,  and  to  your  Clerk  and  Other  Chief  Officers  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the 
year.

SECTION  II 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 
Staff 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  his  deputy  are  part-time  officers  of  the  Council,  but  are  engaged  whole-time 
on  public  health  work. 

In  addition  the  staff  consists  of  a Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  three  District  Public  Health  Inspectors  and 
a clerical  staff  of  two. 


Laboratory  Faci I i ties 

These  are  available  at  the  Wakefield  Laboratory  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service. 

Ambulance  Service 

For  accidents  and  general  cases  this  is  provided  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council.  Infectious  cases  are  removed 
by  the  ambulance  of  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  to  which  the  patient  is  removed.

SECTION  III 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Mr.  A.  Schofield,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  reports:- 

Water  Supply 

The  Huddersfield  Corporation  are  the  Statutory  Hater  Undertakers  for  the  Colne  Valley  Area  with  the  exception 
of  ScaT9onden,  a widely  scattered  hamlet  of  approximately  108  houses  to  the  north  of  the  District.  The  Scammonden 

area  is  served  by  a number  of  small  private  springs  and  wells,  in  77  instances  the  water  being  piped  into  the  houses. 

The  faains  of  the  Statutory  Authority  do  not  cover  the  whole  area,  but  during  the  year  they  have  taken  over 
554  houses  which  were  previously  supplied  by  the  Dartmouth  Estate,  the  Estate  continuing  to  supply  water  to  147 
houses  v^ich  are  scattered  on  the  hillsides.  Innumerable  small  private  supplies  serve  groups  of  from  20  houses 
down  tc  single  dwellings  and  whilst  it  is  known  that  some  of  these  supplies  are  unsatisfactory  for  domestic 
purposes,  they  are  the  only  supplies  available.  There  have  been  some  extensions  to  the  Statutory  Authority's 
main  during  the  year  and  the  private  supplies  in  these  cases  have  been  discontinued.  During  the  period  under 
review,  15  bouses  have  been  connected  to  the  Statutory  Authority's  mains  from  private  supplies. 

During  the  year,  47  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination,  33  being  reported  as 
satisfactory  and  14  as  unsatisfactory.  Of  the  supplies  showing  unsatisfactory  results,  7 were  as  a result  of 
series  sampling  of  water  supplies  showing  intermittent  pollution;  7 were  routine  samples. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Parts  of  the  area  are  rural  in  character  and  here  the  installation  of  private  sewage  plants  continues.  During  the 
year,  6 inspections  of  sewers  and  13  inspections  of  small  sewage  plants  were  made.  One  defect  in  a sewer  was  fouhd  and 
Oft*  was  reaedied.. 


Closet  Accommodation 

During  the  year,  20  privies  and  pail  closets  have  been  replaced  by  23  water  closets.

Refuse  Disposal 


Controlled  tipping  still  continues  to  be  the  main  method  of  disposal  of  refuse,  98;^  (including  privy  content) 
being  disposed  of  by  this  method  whilst  the  remaining  2^  is  burned  at  the  Destructor  Plant 


Condemned  food  continues  to  be  dealt  with  by  a private  firm  in  an  adjoining  district  in  their  digester  plant, 
or  where  the  quantities  are  small  by  burying  in  quick  lime  at  one  of  the  refuse  disposal  tips.

Shops  Act 

Shop  sanitation  continues  to  be  good  and  no  defects  were  recorded  during  the  year. 

Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

The  improvement  of  boiler  plant  and  the  provision  of  new  stokers  where  required  continued  during  the  year. 

The  co-operation  between  the  industrialist  and  the  department  is  still  good.  During  the  year  under  review  40 
smoke  observations  were  made  and  one  firm  was  prosecuted  for  two  offences  under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  and  was 
fined  a total  of  £40. 

The  Atmospheric  Pollution  gauges  continue  to  be  maintained  at  Slaithwaite  and  Marsden,  whilst  a smoke  filter  is 
in  continuous  operation  at  the 'Town  Hall,  Slaithwaite. 


Regulated  Buildings  and  Offensive  Trades 

There  is  one  offensive  trade  only  in  the  area,  that  of  a Soap  Boiler,  and  during  the  year  3 visits  were  made 
and  the  premises  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs,  etc. 

No  instances  of  infestation  with  bed  bugs  have  been  reported  or  found  during  the  year. 


The  part  of  the  district  where  the  fly  nuisance  from  large  poultry  houses  in  the  vicinity,  was  kept  under 
observation  during  the  year.  The  poultry  keepers  co-operated  and  the  "fly,  strings"  method  was  applied  with  fairly 
considerable  improveinent  The  situation  continues  to  be  kept  under  observation  and  circulars  incorporating  details 
of  the  "fly  strings"  inethod  were  again  sent  to  the  poultry  keepers  and  two  meetings  with  them,  to  discuss  the  scheme, 
Wire  held  during  the  year. ' . . 

Schools  ■ • ' 

The  schools  in  the  district  number  18;  County  Schools  (including  1 Comprehensive  School)  12;  and  Voluntary 
Schools  6.  ‘-'hi  1st  the  buildings  are  kept  in  a reasonable  state  of  repair,  sanitary  accommodation  at  some  schools 
leaves  much  to  be  desired.  Further  schemes  of  improvement  to  sanitary  accommodation  and  washing  facilities  were 
under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  one  scheme  was  commenced  during  1963,

Nr.  A.  Schofield,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  reports:- 


HCUSING 

During  the  year  A Clearance  Orders  were  made  and  the  necessary  contracts  for  providing  housing  for  the 
displaced  tenants  were  completed.  The  cost  of  new  building  and  the  high  borrowing  rates  are  still  factors  which 
are  holding  up  Slum  Clearance  progress,  but  the  envisaged  consortium  of  Local  Authorities,  it  is  hoped,  will  speed 
up  the  building  programme. 

Improvement  Grants  were  approved  in  respect  of  9A  houses,  and  the  work  of  improvement  was  completed  to  87 
houses  during  1963.  Outstanding  work  either  had  been  commenced  or  was  in  the  hands  of  contractors  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  Owners  of  tenanted  properties  are  still  not  taking  advantage  of  the  grants  available  to  provide  the 
Standard  amenities.

Ice  Cream 


Whilst  there  are  no  manufacturers  of  ice-cream  carrying  on  the  business  in  the  district,  Ih  premises  retail 
prepacked  ice-cream  and  during  the  year  7 visits  have  been  made  to  these  premises.

Food  Preparing  Premises 

Food  pr.;paring  .oremises  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  number  39  and  are  made  up  of 
17 butchers'  premises  and 22  fried  fish  shops.  During  the  year  A6  visits  have  been  made  to  these  premises.  In  addition 
6A  visits  have  been  made  to  "general  food  premises",  18  to  catering  establishments,  and  7 inspections  of  vehicles  of 
hawkers  of  food. 


Bread  and  Confectionery 

There  are  12  bakehouses  in  the  district,  none  of  them  underground,  and  9 inspections  were  made  during  the  year. 
The  standard  of  hygiene  at  these  premises  is  good. 


Meat 

Slaughtering  for  the  area  is  mainly  carried  out  at  the  Huddersfield  Abattoir,  but  3 private  slaughterhouses  continue 
in  use  and  here  the  animals  slaughtered  are  of  good  class  and  all  are  inspected  by  qualified  meat  inspectors.  Mo  horses 
are  slaughtered  in  the  district.  Co-operation  between  the  occupiers  of  slaughterhouses  and  the  department  is  excellent 
and  the  whole  service  continues  to  run  smoothly  and  efficiently. 


The  number  of  men  licenced  to  slaughter  animals  in  accordance  with  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958  is  20.

Disposal  of  Condemned  Food 


Carcase  meat  is  disposed  of,  after  colouring,  to  a firm  who  manufacture  fertilisers  and  feeding  stuffs,  for 
processing  in  their  digester  plant,  the  arrangements  with  the  firm  being  made  by  the  Department  and  any  income 
received  paid  directly  to  the  butcher  concerned.  Offal  and  all  other  foods  are  disposed  of  by  burying  in  specially 
prepared  pits  at  one  of  the  Council's  tips,  and  covering  with  quick  lime.  Tinned  foods  are  buried  in  the  refuse 
disposal  tips,  and  immediately  covered  to  prevent  interference. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 

As  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  area,  the  Hest  Riding  County  Council  undertake  the  sampling  duties 
aimed  at  preventing  the  adulteration  of  food. 

The  work  is  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  who  reports  that  during 
the  year  43  samples  of  milk,  2 of  drugs  and  30  of  other  foods  were  taken,  all  of  which  were  reported  as  genuine.

FREVriLEICE  AND  CONTROL  OF  DISEASES 
Scarlet  Fever 

During  the  year  2 cases  were  notified,  1 in  February  and  1 in  July,  and  the  patients  were  aged  16  years 
and  7 years  respectively. 


Acute  Poliomyelitis 

One  case  of  acute  paralytic  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  Hay,  the  patient  being  a child  aged  22  months.  The 
child  was  admitted  to  Leeds  Road  Isolation  Hospital,  Bradford  where  the  diagnosis  was  confirmed. 

Dysentery 

During  the  year  214  cases  of  dysentery  occurred  in  the  district,  of  which  65  were  children  of  pre-school 
age,  56  were  children  of  school  age,  and  93  were  adults.  These  cases  '^ere  a continuance  of  an  outbreak  of 
dysentery  which  commenced  in  December,  1962.  An  infants  school  was  mainly  affected.  Of  the  cases,  113  occurred 
in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  68  in  the  second  quarter  and  33  in  the  third  quarter. 

Anthrax 

A case  of  anthrax  occurred  in  the  Colne  Valley  Urban  District  in  September.  The  patient  was  a man  aged  45  years 
employed  by  a firm  of  wool  scourers  and  carbonisers  in  the  Huddersfield  County  Borough.  On  the  19th  September  he  went 
to  visit  relatives  in  County  Offaly,  Eire.  Two  days  later  he  is  said  to  have  been  somewhat  off  colour  and  the  following 
day  he  noticed  a spot  on  the  lafi  side  of  his  neck  which  in  about  six  hours  became  a vesicle.  He  returned  home  on  the 
night  boat  and  arrived  home  early  on  the  23rd  September.  By  this  time  the  spot  had  become  an  ulcer  surrounded  by 
considerable  swelling.  On  arriving  home  he  was  se^n  by  his  nephew  who  worked  at  the  same  firm  and  he  considered  that 
the  lesion  was  similar  to  that  shoi/n  on  the  Home  Office  pamphlet  dealing  with  Anthrax  which  had  been  distributed  to 
workirien  following  a previous  ca.  e of  ..nthrax  at  the  mill.  A local  practitioner  was  called  in  and  the  man,  who  was  very 
toxic,  was  admitted  to  Leeds  Road  Isolation  Hospital,  Bradford.  The  diagnosis  of  Anthrax  was  confirmed  bacteriological ly 
two  days  aft„r  admission.  The  patient  rallied  during  the  next  two  days,  but  eventually  died  early  on  the  morning  of  the 
27th  September,  1963.  The  work  at  which  the  patient  had  been  employed  consisted  of  opening  bales  of  skin  wool  from 
Turkey  and  China  and  fpeding  them  into  cutting  machines.  The  Chief  Inspector  of  Factories  was  notified  of  the  case  and  as  the 
mill  concerned  was  situated  in  the  Huddersfield  C.B. , the  follow-up  there  was  undertaken  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  that  Authority 


Measles 


A total  of  267  cases  were  notified,  58  in  January,  31  in  February,  44  in  March,  86  in  Apri I, 

38  in  Hay,  1 in  June  and  9 in  July.  Of  these  cases  5 were  under  one  year  of  age,  158  were  aged 
1-5  years,  103  were  aged  5-15  years  and  one  was  aged  20  years. 

Whooping  Cough 

Five  cases  were  notified  in  October,  3 of  the  patients  being  of  pre-schcol  age  and  2 of  school 
age. 


Erysipelas 

Four  cases  were  notified,  1 each  in  January,  February,  April  and  July.  The  patients  were 
aged  45  years,  72  years,  70  years  »id  50  years  respectively. 

Pneumonia 

Two  cases  of  acute  primary  pneumonia  weren:tificl'in  March.  Both  the  patients  were  aged 
57  years. 

Tubercolosis 

During  the  year  one  new  case  of  pulmonary  and  1 case  of  non-pulmonary  tubercolosis  were 
entered  in  the  register,  whilst  16  cases  of  pulmonary  and  1 case  of  non-pulmonary  tubercolosis 
were  removed.
